Canada's Treasure Treve — Difficulties That 
Lie tim the Way ef Prospectors — Theu- 
sands Gelrg te the Scene — Americans 
Deserting ‘Alaskan Mining Camps for 
the New Eldorade. 

Not for years has the popular im- 
agination onthe North American con- 
timent been excited to the extent that 
it now is by the reports that the 
Klondyke district in the North-West 
Territories is fabulously rich in gold. 
Everywhere people seem to have been 
carried away by the gold fever, and 
the magical world “Klondyke” is in 
everybody's mouth, Short as the period 
is since the reperts were first publish- 
ed, humdreds of adventurous spiritsare 
already Preparing foratrip ta the new 
Eldorado, in order to ghare in the gold 
whi-h is said to strew itsrivers and to 
be had for the mere picking up. And 
im so doing they are ummindfal of the 
exhausting journey and the difficulties 
of transportation, the forbidding 
climate, and the scarcity of food; nor 
do they recken that perhaps starva- 
tiom and death rather than a rich gold 
fin may be their lot. 

The excitement seems tobe more in- 
in

tense in the United States than 


pear as yet to have attacked Cana- 
dians with the same virulence, al- 
though the scene ot the discoveries is 
in Canadian territory. This is perhaps 
que toe the fart that the latter have 
not yet had brought to their own per- 
sonal gaze evidences of the wealth of 
gold that the Klondyke district con- 
tains. The people of the American 
towns on the Pacific slope have, how- 

ever, had that experience, with the 

most exciling results. From Seattle to 
San Francisco the whole western coast 

is ablaze with excitement. For this 
State ofaffairs parties of miners who 
have just returned from the Yuken 
country are responsible. ‘They have 
brought with them wonderful stories of 
the wealth to be found in the creeks 
of the Klordyke, and have produced as 
proof of their statements bags of cold 

which they say were gleaned from tne 
sands and soil of that country. The 
sums whith these miners are report- 

ed to possess vary im amount from 

$50,000 or £109,000 wp to as high as half 

a million. No wonder is it therefore 

that prople are nearly mad with the 

desire to reach this glittering country 

and share in its treasures, and that 

the mania for gold is spreading to the 
great centres of population. The effect 

of the stories, as thus evidenced, has 

been to bring the public mind toa state 
of great excitement. 

“Are the reports concerning the 
Klondyke diggings well founded &”’ is 
a question that may be asked. Un- 
doubtedly they are, to a very large 
extent. Mr. Wm. Ogilvie. of the Do 
minion Geological Survey, who has 
been engaged in exploratory and sur- 
vey work in the Yukon region for sev- 
eral years past, was one of the first to 
draw attention to the fact that the 
Canadian territory is rich net only in 
gold, tut in coal as well. Mr. Ogilvie 
is not given to exaggeration, and in 
Various Official reports he has lerne 
testimony to many startling discover- 
ies. It is probable that in their eager- 
ness to reach the Klondyke country 
many persons will not pay sufficient 
attention to the difficulties of making 
the journey aud of transportirg sup- 
plies, which are enorinous, and of su!- 
sisting when once the goa! is reached 
Very few, in fact, have any rea! eon- 
ception of the trials ana hardships 
which stand in the way. They are, 
however, such as to subject the hold- 
est heart and the most robust constitu | 
tion to a severe test. | 

SCENE OF THE DISCOVERIES. 

Klondyke or Klondak, as it is term- 
ed by the miners, is the name of a 
river ip the North-West Territories 
Which empties into the Yuken river 
The Indian name is “‘Tron-daz,” or 
“dulk,”” meaning ‘plenty of — fish,” 
form the fact that the river isa famous | 
salmon stream.

Placer prospec 
on the Eldorado showed some very 
extraordinary results. Among the 
very earliest yields were three pans 
on three different claims which turned 
out $204, $212, and $216. In addition 
to placer gold quurtz showing free 
gold in paying quantities has been 
ocated. 

Inspector Strickland, who command- 
ed the detachinent of Mounted Police 
which has bean stationed at Fort Cuda- 
hy for the last three or four years, and 
Who is nowonhis way to Ottawa, re- 
ports that Jast winter no less a sum 
than $1,500,000 was mined in the Klon- 
dyke district. Between 2,000 and 3,000 
persens are now located there, and 
cliiins bave been staked which will af- 
ford employment for 5,000 persons. He 
apti-ipates that there will be that nuan- 
ber im the district before the close of 
next month. 

THE ROUTES TO KLONDYKE. 

There are two ways of reaching Klou- 
dyke. One is by steamer trom San 
brancisco to the Alaskan coast, and 
up the Yukon river; and the other is 
overland by way of Juneau and the 
Chiltcoot pass. ihe latter is by far the 
more difticult and dangerous. ‘The 
sleamers leaving Sap ‘brancisco run 
Cniy to St. Micuael’s, at the mouth of 
the Yukon river. There passengers are 
translerred to river steamers, and car- 
reed a distance of 2,000 miles to Daw- 
son City. Irom there the journey 1s 
comparatively easy. Ice tegins to 
blocs the mouth of the Yukon in Oc- 
tover, and the river route is not clear 
again until June. ‘ine steamer Excel- 
svc deaves on her last trip to Alaska 
on the 28th July. Shoe hasalready all 
ibe passengers she cam accommodate, 
anut they will not reach Dawson City 
until September Ist. ‘the fare from 
San brancisco to Dawson City is 9150, 
but each man bas to taxe bis own sup- 
piles, which cost him ai least $000 to 
transport. The steamer Portlant sails 
on August 15. No further sailings have 
been announced. Old hands who have 
beem over tie ruute advise taking the 
Yuson route if it is desired to acquire 
clagins and get to work before winter 
Sets in. Nearly all tie work of thaw- 
mg tbe frozen gravei beds, and piling 
up dirt for the spring, is done Leflore 
the wonter sets in.

Maubery’s Perilens Trip tn the Far North 
of Canada. 

D. T. Hanbury, a fellow of the Roy- 
al Geographical Society has returned to 
civilization after a dangerous explori- 
tion of that portion of the barren 
lands of Canada far north which ha‘ 
not been trodden previously by whit« 
men. His visit lasted more than a year. 
His object was to explore the unknow 1 
lands nort of Laird and west of 
Mackenzie River. He succeeded omly in 
part, and that after undergoing ver; 
great hardships. He travelled sev. r4| 
thousand miles on snowshoes, lived fo; 
months on a meat diet in constint

almost face to face with starvation. a 
little flour being for days his only fc: 
He left Fort Wrangell in June. 1%:

The deserted ex- 
plorers often nearly lost their lives in 
the whirlpools and rapids of the Laird 
but arrived at the trading and miss: -n 
pest of Fort Simpson early in Augu-::

Then with the aid of twen- 
ty-eight hunting dogs, which helped to 
round up the quarry, thirty-eight musk 
oxen were killed. These were cut up 
for food. The party came upon no more 
oxen for many days, and the carcasses 
already obtained were meanwhile con- 
sumed, with the exception of a fe» 
mouthfuls to each man. So the party 
returned as quickly as they could t: 
the Indian camp, being obliged on the 
way to burn their tent poles in order 
to melt lee for drimking. and all suffe: 
an severely from frost bites Ther 
fell in with another herd of cari, 
but reached the Indian camp again in 
a very ba dplight.

PRACTICAL FARMING. 


TREES. 
To those who personally interest 
; themselves in their gardens it is not 
| news that the foliage of trees plays & 
most important part in the ripening of 


age of these fruits is preserved the fruit 
grows, and at length ripens, but let any 
barm happen to it and the progress of 
the fruit is at an end. The grape vine 
that drops its leaves from any cause be- 
fore the perfection of the fruit cannot 
afterwards bring it to perfection. If the 
fruit be green, it remains so, sour and 
unfit to eat. The same is true of the 
pear. The past season saw the pearsis 
this vicinity largely attacked by a fun- 
gus, which caused the leaves to fall. 
There was a stopping of the growth of 
the fruit at once, and, one by one, the 
pears dropped off. It is these lessons 
which make experienced planters look 
for fruits noted for robust foliage, as the 
first requisite in selecting sorts. The 
Concord grape and others of that type 
always maintain healthy leaves, and are 
safe to plant in any ordinary place. 
Those of the Delaware class, on the oth- 
er hand, are liabletoinjury where they 
do not meet with just the place that 
Suits them, end many of the Roger's 
Seedlings, good as they are in other re- 
@pects, will not keep healthy foliage in 
some places where the Conoord does. In 
the selecting of fruits to plant it is 
therefore of prime importance to set 
out mainly such varieties as are noted 
for their healthy character. It is just 
as true of flowering plants as of fruit- 
ing trees. Insects, as well as fungus, 
must be anticipated and prepared for if 
we would have flowers and fruits. In 
this respect there is but little difficulty 
in finding out what the concensus o 
Opinion is in regard to vigorous sorts 
of fruits) As already noted, the Con- 
cord grape and its varieties can be 
relied on almost everywhere, and there 
are apples and pears of the same char- 
acter. Sorts with strong, vigorous 
looking foliage are what should be 
obtained. Fast growth does not indi- 
cate a tree likely to ba fungus proof. 
On the contrary it has been Porc con- 
clusively, that fire blight, the scourge 
of the pear, oftener attacks trees that 
have made avigorous growth than oth- 
erwise. Knowing this the experienced 
fruit grower does not rush his trees 
along. He gives them enough food and 
care to enable them to make a sturdy 
growth only, and trees less liable to 
diSease are his reward. 

These remarks lead to another and 
an all important subject, the spraying 
of trees for the prevention of blight. 
That apraying accomplishes the object 
needs no argument to prove. With its 
aid the growing of the less hardy leaved 
gTapes and the pear should be possible 
in places where it could not ba done 
before. To me there seems to be a pro- 
bability of a revolutionizing of fruit 

rowing through the agency of Bor- 

eaux mixture. What isf to hinder the 

cultivation of the foreign grape out 
of doors if grafted on our native kinds, 
to overcome the phylloxera of the 
root ? Spraying should preserve its 
leaves. 


EARLY RIPENING OF FRUIT. 


Tt is not difficult to ao manipulate 
a branch of the peach, pear or apple 
as to cause it not only to ripen its 
fruit ten days or more in advance of 
the ordinary season but to greatly in- 
crease the size of it. 

Trees take their food from the soil, 
chiefly the minerals dissolved in water 
which passes from cell to cell through 
the centre of the wood until it reaches 
the leaves, where it is digested and as- 
similated by combining it with the car- 
, bon of the atmosphere and other gases 
| and then passes downward immediate- 

ly under the bark, building up wood 
cells and developing the fruit. 

Now if we check the downward flow 
of this sap by pressing the bark it 
throws this digested food back and the 
fruit appropriates it to its own growth. 
We can do this readily by twisting a 
small wire around the branch immedi- 

| ately below the specimen desired. It 
is well to remove all but the one fruit 
and great care must be exercised not 
to get the wire so tight as to rupture 
the bark and thus destroy the branch 
| It only needs a slight compression to 
accomplish the work. After the fruit 
| bas matured the wire must be

port. 

The story recalls the burning of wit- 
ches in the old Puritan days at Selem. 
Mass 


The victim’s name wae Teodora Sal- 
as. Shs was about eighty years old. 
Her murderers were Antonio Lucero, 
aged about eighteen, and Teodoro Ta- 
foya, aged twenty-two. 

Tafoya has a aister who has been 
sick for some time. The ignorant peo- 
ple of the neighborhood said she could 
not get well on account of Theodora, 
who was ponsidered a ‘‘bruha,” or 
Witch, who exercised her wiles over the 
young girl. 

Among the native Mexican people who 
have spent their lives in adobe villages, 
away from civilization, the belief in 
Witches and evil spirits controlling bu- 
man beings is quite prevalent, and of 
course Lbere are charms and talismen 
Wwitbout end to ward off evil inf! uences. 

Acting om the command of his mo- 
ther, young Tafoya and his companion 
Luceru followed the old womam to 4 
place about three miles from San Lor- 
enzo, where after being frightened, she 
was prevailed upon by the young men 
to go back with them to the house 
where Tafoya’s sister lay sick and

She had cast over her. ‘They placed her 
an Lucero’s horse, young Lucero mount- 
ing behind, and off they started. 

After going a short distance Tafoya 
shot the old woman's dug, remarking 
that he had got rid of one “bruha”’ 
and would now get rid of the other. 
He threw a lasso over the woman's head 
and starting his horse at full gallop 
burled her tothe ground. He then had 
Lucero attach his lasso to her feet and 
the two started their horses on the 
run and dragged the woman tv death. 

After lingering around the place for 
a few days the murderers disappeared. 
The mother of Tafoya was arrested. She 
tald the officers that she had command- 
ed her som and Lucero to kill the old 
woman, “because she had cast a spell 
over her sick daughter and would not 
remove it and should be killed, thus 
breaking the evil influence.” 

Officers are i efforts to cap- 
}ture the murderers. The alleged witch 
| Was a harmless and almost helpless per- 
son, but had been looked upon by the 
superstitious inhabitants as a “‘bruhba,” 
or witch. She has no relatives. She 
lived alome with her and was sup- 
| ported by the charity of wealthy sheep 
owners of the vicinity. 

While this is the first case in which 
extreme measures have been taken with

CURIOSITIES OF LIGHTNING. 
If You See the Flash Never Be Alarmed Be- 
eause All Danger Has Passed. 


There have been numerous deaths 
from lightning. In some instances the 
electric current played peculiar pranks, 
and thus demonstrated that a bolt of 
lightning is something beyond the 
knowledge of the scientist. It is im- 
possible to forsee the conditions that 
may prevail during an electric dis- 
turbance, and when a bolt of lightning 
is of great intensity there is no telling 
what it might do. 

When Benjamin Franklin determ- 
ined the character of lightning rod he 
made a great discovery, but since then 
other imvestigators have added much 
to the store of knowledge on the sub- 
ject. 

The matter of lightning rods has re- 
ceived a great deal of attention from 
scientists in recent years and a number 
of popular fallacies have been exploded. 
Various mystifying characteristics of 
lightning have been explained and 
other freaks of the electric current are 
more or less understood. Some years 
ago there was ani international confer- 
ence on the question of lightning rods 
in England, and the report of that 
gathering, based on the observation and 
experience of the members, is the most 
valuable contribution to tha literature 
of the subject ever made, 

_While it is generally conceded ae 
lightning rods offer protection to buil: 
ings, it is admitted. thut umder certain 
conditions the most carefully erected 
rods will prove umavailing. here are 
many imstances iu which tuildings have 
been struck by lightning though pro- 
vided with lightning rods. In most of 
these cases the rods were not properly 
constructed and connected, though in 
other cases the rods were as nearly per- 
fect as human ingenuity tan make 
them. ‘The lightning that missed them 
and struck the building can be likened 
to the avalanche that is so powerful as 
to sweep away ail obstacles and go on 
its way regardless of man and his con- 
structions. 

Lightning has a preference for some 
soils. Thus, where the soil is of a 
chalky formation, lightning will strike 
but one-seventh as often as where the 
soil is sand. Clay soil will be struck 
twenty-two times to once in the chalky 
formation. 

The bolts also have a preference for 
certain trees. Oaks are struck more 
frequently than any other tree, and 
the birch is rarely a victim. It dces 
not seem possible that oak trees are 
struw-k more than fifty times to one 
beech tree, but such is the case. Pines 
are struck about one-third as often as 
oaks. 

The danger from lightning is much 
less in thea city than in the country, 
the ratio being about one to five. In 
a record of 18 deaths due froin light- 
ning, one was killed Inside a building, 
eleven were outdoors and six were un- 
der trees. 

As a rule, lightning that strikes a 
tree does no further damage. In only 
three cases out of one hundred did the 
bolt jump from one tree to another.

was sentenced in London the other day 
to ten years’ penal servitude was a 
jremarkable swindler, who “operated” 
;throughout America on a magnificent 
;scale, and afterwards alternated on 
both sides of the ocean not only as an 
\individual, but as the leader of one 
of the most successful bands of bank 
thieves ever known here or abroad. 
He came to grief through the careless 
use of the splendid opportunities for 
fraud afforded by the Jubilee con- 
fusion. The complete record of his 
criminal career, which has been told 
bere only in bits, is a remarkable one, 
even in the annals of crime. ' 

Bertrand, whose aliases can be count- 
ed by the hundred, but whose real 
name ismaid tobe De Griffs, was born 
im 1843 at Totnes, in Devonshire, where 
his father carried on the business of a 
timber merchant. After being at a 
small school, he was sent in 1861 to 
Eton, where he remained a few years. 
He showed a remarkable aptitude for 
figures and penmanship, and on leav- 
ing college received some lessons in 
engraving. 

He obtained in 1865 an appointment 
in the Bank of England, and the {fol- 
lowing year went with an official of 
the bank to China. After visiting 
Shanghai, Bertrand left the service of 
the bank and sailed for New York. 

It was here that this extraordinary 
career of crime began. In New York 
be made friends of some gamblers, and 
his knowledge of engraving and bank- 
ing was soon put to use, many million 
dollars’ worth of forged notes being 
passed all over America. The police 
were defied, save with one or two ex- 
ceptions, until 1874, when Bertrand 
quarrelled with his confederates and 
returned to England. He had suc 
ceeded in accumulating $90,000. For, 
years Bertrand had a fime time of it 
in his native country. He lived in 
lavish syle althougn there was hardly 
a town in which he was not “wanted.” 


HOW HE ELUDED THE POLICE 


is illustrated in the following incident: 
Im March, 1876, he was in Liverpool, 
intending to go back to America. Funds 
were low, and he made a desperate 
attempt to obtain a bill of exchange 
drawn on Lloyds’ Banking Company. 
He fell into the hands of the police, 
but at the station told such a plaus- 
ible tale, which he substantiated by 
certain bonds and documents about 
him, that the police believed they had 
made a mistake. Bertrand was re- 
leased, and within a few hours was on 
a steamer bound for America. 

In New York Bertrand was soon at 
work again. He was concerned in the 
robbery of an actress’ jewellery, but 
it is said his discharge was arranged 
by his former friends fur a few thous- 
and dollars. His next venture was a 
scheme to flood America and Canada 
with forged letters of credit and circu- 
lar notes on the Union Bank of Lcn- 
dan. Money was supplied him for the 
purpose. The paper on which the notes 
and letters were printed was obtained 
in London. Bertrand did the engraving 
and litho work, in July, 1€73, every- 
thing was ready. The gang had six 
leiters of credit. One was for £54,000, 
With circular notes of £10 to £500; 
another for £43,000; two others for 
£20,000 and £6,000, and two for £1,000 
each—in all, some £197,000. Bertrand 
was allowed to have the letter for 
£54,000 in return for his work. 

In August, the six members of the 
gang leit New York, each taking a 
different route. 

BERTRAND WENT WEST. 
He travelled as ‘‘Lord Ashburton,” and 
did the thing in lordly style, ‘Bankers, 
jewellers and hotel proprietors,” ac- 
cording to a London newspaper, ‘“‘were 
his victims while mayors, chief con- 
stables, sheriffs and millionaires bowed 
down to thim.’”’ All were ready to en- 
tertain him.

! 
Are Pilling Up Fortunes. 


The recent increase in the duties im- 
posed by the Canadian Government 
upon the importation of spirituous li- 
quors has given a fresh impetus to 
smuggling so extensively carried on 
in the Gulf of St. Lawrence, ag well 
as to the illicit manufacture of alcohol 
in the country. In the very heart, of 
Quebec, a few days ago a large illicit 
still was found in full operation in 
the upper part of an old house, and 
now comes the news that a group of 
similar stills has-been seized at Stone- 
ham, some twenty miles from Quebec, 
away up in the mountains where the 
yield of contraband whiskey was so 
large that it meant a loss of revenue 
of $500 a day. 

While some seizures are being made 
on shore, the pirates of the gulf have 
practically everything their own way. 
With the steam cruiser Constance con- 
tinually on the lookout for the smug- 


both the north and aouth shores of 
the river and gulf, the Government is 
thus far quite powerless to check the 
evil. Some idea of the enormous ex- 
tent of the amugglers’ operations may 
be gained from the fact that notwith- 
standing the higher duties upon alco- 
holic liquors and the certainty 
there is no decrease in their consump- 
tion, the diminution in revenue from 
this source amounts to several thou- 
sand dollars a day. Many think that 
the revenue officials are in collusion 
with the principal smugglers, whose 
chiefs are known to be some of the 
leading busizess men in Quebec—mer- 
chants who have made 


LARGE FORTUNES 


in the illicit industry, and hold their 
heads remarkably high in the commun- 
ity. ‘The increase in the liquor duties 
simply enables these men to increase 
the profits upon their illegal trans- 
actions. 
Within the last year or two the 
smugglers have changed their methods. 
The high class French wines, brandies, 
etc., come from French ports to the 
island of St. Pierre Miquelon, in the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence, and tbat island, 
being a French colony, has no im- 
port duty to pay. Large quantities of 
Jamaica rum and other West Indian 
liquors are brought from Trinidad, 
Bermuda, and Jamaica. Cheaply dis- 
tilled white whiskey made from Ameri- 
can corn is taken to St. Pierre by New 
England fishing vessels op their way 
to Newfoundland or the gulf for car- 
oes of fish. ‘This is the cheapest and 
west grade of the contraband goods 
at present received at St. Pierre,though 
a very low grade of French alcohol 
now finds its way there. Large Ameri- 
can carrying schooners call at St. 
Pierre for cargoes of liquors, and in 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence transfer them 
to a number of smaller craft, all 
swift sailors, and generally carrying 
crews armed to the teeth, who pay no 
attention to the summons of the rev- 
enue officers along the coast, or in 
charge of «ther sailing craft, and who 
almost invariably manage to evade an 
encounter with the Constance. : 
After cargoes have been  tranship- 
xed into smaller vessels’ the are 
anded and concealed in out o way 
places along the shores of the gulf 
until an opportunity offers of bring- 
ing them in small quantities to Que- 
bec in river boats below their ordin- 
ary cargoes of fish, fire-wood or farm 
produce. Thus when seizures are made 
they are usually small ones, while the 
profit of the smugglers is so large 
that they can well atford to lose one 
cargo out of every three leaving St. 
Pierre.
